Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order on Protection Of The Notion From Foreign 
Terrorist Entry into The United States which is expected to contain a number of significant changes to refugee resettlement 
and visa policy. 


Report: Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212(f) the President enjoys a wide authority "to suspend 
the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or nonimmigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens any restrictions 
he may deem to be appropriate”. invoking this authority, the President signed an executive order on Friday afternoon, that 
contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist 
acts, These include: 
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e Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals of 
countries of particular concern, which include Iraq, Iran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen, This country list is 
the same as the countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible for consideration under the Visa Waiver 
Program that were put in place in 2016 under the Obama Administration. 

+ Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days and suspending indefinitely all refugee admissions 
from Syrian nationals. 

e Ordering a reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year to 50,000. 

+ The Executive Order rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of Inadmissibility 
{TRIG} and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent significant volumes, their anticipated impact is 
limited. 

e Other elements, such as the establishment of safe zones in Syria and in the surrounding region, will have wider 
implications on the current conflict and for the on-going humanitarian response in the region. 


The Canadian Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature, and does not collect biometric information. 


Further, matching rates have been successful in the US utilizing the biographic exchange with 
Canada and the benefit would be minimal.

Impact - 

Reports from CBSA offices indicate that the USCBP, including US pre-clearance at Canadian international airports, is 
now refusing entry to anyone holding citizenship of iraq, Syria, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Yemen, and fran, even if they are 
Permanent Residents of the US or valid US visa holders. The situation also affects international travellers who are only in 
transit at a Canadian airport and do not hold a valid document to enter Canada, because they may be inadmissible. The 
number of individuals being refused entry into the US as a direct result of the executive order is yet to be determined but 
is likely to cause an impact to CBSA operations.

Update 2 — 

At 1642 ET on January 28, 2017, the Border Operations Centre reached out to the Watch Commander at the US 
National Targeting Centre for further details on information that CBSA Prairie Region had received from USCBP. 
While the situation is still fluid, as of this time the information below has been acknowledged as effective entry 
requirements to the United States: 


USCBP will not deny entry to the following travellers: 
1. US green card holders, even if those people travel on one of the seven countries’ passports 
2. Dual citizens with Canada and one of the seven countries but travelling on a Canadian passport 


They will deny entry to the following travellers: 

3. Those transiting through Canada and travelling with one of the seven countries’ passports. 
Exemptions are presently being provided to those with visa categories: C2 {going to the United Nations), 
A (diplomatic & family), G (government employee) and NATO. 

4. Those with temporary resident status in Canada (work permit, study permit, vísitor record) and 
travelling with one of the seven countries' passports 

5. Canadian permanent residents travelling with one of the seven countries’ passports 

6. Dual citizens with Canada but travelling on one of the seven countries’ passports 


Further updates will be provided as more information become available. 


Update 1 - 
On January 28, 2017, at 1441 ET, a message to the regions was sent out by the Director General of the Border 
Operations Directorate, encouraging CBSA officers to take a facilitative approach with travellers affected by thís situation. 


Synopsis - 

On January 28, 2017, as a consequence of the President of the United States’ (US) new executive order to bar citizens of 
seven countries (including Iraq, Syria, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Yemen, and iran} from entering the US, US permanent 
residents and valid US visa holders, who are nationals from those seven countries, are now barred from entering the US.

Southern Ontario Region (SOR) management has received information from United States Customs and Border 
Protection (USCBP) that effective immediately all US visas issued to nationals from the seven affected countries will be 
considered cancelled, and entry will not be granted to green card holders from those seven countries. They will go 
through an enhanced screening process when seeking entry. Media is reporting that some Canadian nationals who also 
have citizenship in one of the affected countries are being denied boarding on flights to the US.

Impact - 

Reports from CBSA offices indicate that the USCBP, including US pre-clearance at Canadian international airports, is 
now refusing entry to anyone holding citizenship of Iraq, Syria. Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Yemen, and iran, even if they are 
Permanent Residents of the US or valid US visa holders. The situation also affects international travellers who are only in 
transit at a Canadian airport and do not hold a valid document to enter Canada, because they may be inadmissible. The 
number of individuals being refused entry into the US as a direct result of the executive order ís yet to be determined but 
is likely to cause an impact to CBSA operations. 


CBSA Action/Next Steps - 
The BOC will provide further updates as more information become available.

Q&As: 

1. Is there a big impact of people returning/stranded in Canada? 

The CBSA is continuing to monitor the situation at our ports of entry and it is too early 
to provide exact numbers or a full assessment of the situation. To date, this situation 
has not caused any unusual border wait times at primary. At this point, we can tell you 
that there have been some cases of travelers being denied travel to the US including 
foreign nationals affected by the Executive Order; they were processed by the CBSA 
according to Canadian laws. In addition, anyone with status in Canada (citizens and 
PRs) were re-admitted to Canada. Some ports of entry have also received individuals 
seeking refugee status and they are being processed, per usual.

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If they seek re-entry into Canada, they are processed by the CBSA according to 
Canadian immigration laws. Nothing has changed in that regard. 


There have been no changes to the admissibility and processing of travelers or 
Canadians arriving at the Canadian border. Anyone seeking re-entry into Canada are 
processed, per usual, by the CBSA. Canadian citizens including dual citizens and 
Canadian permanent residents are processed for re-entry into Canada. All others who 
present at the Canadian border are processed per usual. 


2. Is the CBSA doing anything differently? 
No. We continue to facilitate legitimate travel and trade. Canada's national safety and 
security, as always, will not be compromised. 


We can tell you that our policies, procedures and our role at designated ports of entry 
remain the same. 


The CBSA is well-positioned and experienced in processing high volumes of travelers. 
We continuously monitor our operations and adjust as required. 


All persons seeking entry to Canada must demonstrate they meet the requirements to 
enter and/or stay in Canada. Admissibility of all travelers is decided on a case-by-case 
basis and based on the information made available to the border services officer at time 
of entry. 


Canadian citizens including dual citizens, and Canadian permanent residents enter 
Canada by right. 


4. What happens if a US permanent resident (PR) is refused re-entry into the 
US? 


If a US PR is seeking entry from Canada, the individual will be assessed under Canadian 
laws to determine their admissibility to enter and/or remain in Canada. 


5. Is CBSA staffed appropriately to handle the potential volumes? 
The CBSA continuously monitors its operations to ensure staffing levels meet its 
mandate. 


6. Are you seeing more refugee claimants because of the situation in the US? 
What are you doing about it? 

The CBSA will not speculate. Drawing conclusions and/or linking one (refugee claim) 
with the other (executive order) does not provide an accurate picture. 


The CBSA will continue to process persons seeking entry to Canada under Canadian 
laws. 


7. What is the CBSA reaction to the executive order? Do you have a comment? 
The CBSA will only speak to its role at designated ports of entry. It is not our practice to 
comment on other governments’ policies, statements, etc. 


8. What do think will be the impact moving forward?

Should officers encounter situations where a Temporary Resident Permit is required to be issued, officers are 
to exempt the processing fee. The fee exemption code (999 - Exceptional Circumstances) is to be used 
and detailed notes are required to be entered into GCMS. 


This issue is very fluid and we will provide updates as new direction is provided.

Issue: US refugee claims following the EO 
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1. Is there a big impact of people returning/stranded in Canada? 

The CBSA is continuing to monitor the situation at our ports of entry and it is too early to provide exact numbers or a full 
assessment of the situation. To date, this situation has not caused any unusual border wait times at primary. At this 
point, we can tell you that there have been some cases of travelers being denied travel to the US including foreign 
nationals affected by the Executive Order; they were processed by the CBSA according to Canadian laws. In addition, 
anyone with status in Canada (citizens and PRs) were re-admitted to Canada. Some ports of entry have also received 
individuals seeking refugee status and they are being processed, per usual. 


If they seek re-entry into Canada, they are processed by the CBSA according to Canadian immigration laws. Nothing has 
changed in that regard. 


There have been no changes to the admissibility and processing of travelers or Canadians arriving at the Canadian 
border. Anyone seeking re-entry into Canada are processed, per usual, by the CBSA. Canadian citizens including dual 
Citizens and Canadian permanent residents are processed for re-entry into Canada. All others who present at the 
Canadian border are processed per usual. 


2. Is the CBSA doing anything differently? 
No. We continue to facilitate legitimate travel and trade. Canada’s national safety and security, as always, will not be 
compromised. 


We can tell you that our policies, procedures and our role at designated ports of entry remain the same. 


The CBSA is well-positioned and experienced in processing high volumes of travelers. We continuously monitor our 
operations and adjust as required. 


All persons seeking entry to Canada must demonstrate they meet the requirements to enter and/or stay in Canada. 
Admissibility of all travelers is decided on a case-by-case basis and based on the information made available to the 
border services officer at time of entry. 


Canadian citizens including dual citizens, and Canadian permanent residents enter Canada by right. 


4. What happens if a US permanent resident (PR) is refused re-entry into the US? 
if a US PR is seeking entry from Canada, the individual will be assessed under Canadian laws to determine their 
admissibility to enter and/or remain in Canada. 


5. Is CBSA staffed appropriately to handle the potential volumes? 
The CBSA continuously monitors its operations to ensure staffing levels meet its mandate.

Ahmed Hussen: Fm joined by officials of my department and other officials to answer as many questions as we can. Ud 
fike to introduce Daniel... The national security advisor and the V.F. Of operations for cbs. And Laureen Kenny, assistant 
den re minister of transport Canada also in the audience. And Christopher Merlenon, assistant deputy minister 
responsible for consular affairs at global affairs Canada. And last; but not least, the assistant deputy minister from 
irrnigration refugees and citizenship Canada. 


Let me first assure you that we are seized with this matter. As our prime ministers- affice stated yesterday, senior 
government of Caosda officials have been working around the clock to quickly seek clarity for Canadians from the white 
house; the L.S. Department of homeland security and the US. Departments of transportation, amang others, Qur 
national security advisor at the request of the prime minister was in touch with the US. National security advisor Ryen 
to seek further clactication, The prime minister's office has been in frequent contact throughout the night and into this 
morning with senior white house officials. Officials through our embassy in Washington, DC, continued to engage their 
counterparts to get further clarity and the actions taken in the United States in the last few days. 


Here's what we are able to confirm so far, The American administration has confirmed that Canadian dual national are 
not affected by this executive order. Moreover, we have been assured by the white house that Canadian permanent 
residents with a valid Canadian permanent resident card and passport from those seven countries can still enter a5 
before. We understand that the L.S. State department will be providing further public clarification. However, we are 
aware that the executive order does apply to those from the seven countries transiting through Canada, Let me assure 
those who may be stranded in Canada that Twili use my authority as minister to provide them with temporary residency 
if they need it as we have done so in the past. 
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To reiterate, Canadian citizens, including those with dual citizenshig, from one of the seven countries and Canadian 
nanent residents are not affected by the executive arder and the Normal process applies. Global affairs has naf 
sed any requests for corisular assistance to date, And the white house confirmed that the U.S. Green card holders 
are exempt from the executive order. We have been made aware that a small nuribier of passengers aboard Canaris 
flights have heen denied boarding and we will continue to monitor this situation. We know that there's more than 
35,000 dual Canadian citizens who also bald citizenship in one af the countries identified by the US. Executive order. 
We encourage you to travel with your Canadian passport. Should any Canadian experience problems we encourage 

o contact consular assistarice at this number, 613-396-8885. And officials from transport Canada have been in 
5 and we can confiem that the impact is miaimal and that as of 1:00 P.M. This afternoon we're not 
stranded travellers in Canadian airparts.

Australian 
Prime Minister Turnbull was attempting to confirm that the US would honour its pledge to take in 1,250 refugees 
from an Australian offshore detention center, an agreement reached by the Obama Adminístration. Several years 
ago, the current Australian government employed offshore detention and other hard line measures to end records 
levels of irregular maritime arrivals however several thousand persons remain in these offshore detention centers 
awaiting resettlement, with many of these refugees originally travelling from Iran, Iraq, Sudan and Somalia. It 
remains a divisive political issue in Australia. The US Presidential EO does allow for exceptions to honour a "pre- 
existing international agreement" provided they passed US security screening however this exchange is noteworthy 
given the tight bond between Australia and the US.

Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order on Protection Of The Notion Fram Foreign 
Terrorist Entry Into The United States which is expected to contain a number of significant changes to refugee resettlement 
and visa policy. 


Report: Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212(f} the President enjoys a wide authority “to suspend 
the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or nonimmigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens any restrictions 
he may deem to be appropriate". Invoking this authority, the President signed an executive order on Friday afternoon, that 
contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist 
acts. These include: 


e Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals of 
countries of particular concern, which include Iraq, Iran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. This country list is 
the same as the countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible for consideration under the Visa Waiver 
Program that were put in place in 2016 under the Obama Administration. 

e Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days and suspending indefinitely all refugee admissions 
from Syrian nationals. 

* Ordering a reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year to 50,000. 

* The Executive Order rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of Inadmissibility 
(TRIG) and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent significant volumes, their anticipated impact is 
limited. 

* Other elements, such as the establishment of safe zones in Syria and in the surrounding region, will have wider 
implications on the current conflict and for the on-going humanitarian response in the region. 


The Canadian Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature, and does not collect biometric information.

NEXUS PRIVILEGES REINSTATED AT US BORDER 


Some 200 Canadian permanent residents had their Nexus cards revoked a few days ago because the recent Presidential 
Executive Order rendered them ineligible. But now that the Order stands suspended, those 200 Nexus cards have been 
reinstated, pending further Court decisions yet to come. 


This confirmation comes from US officials, who have been engaged in regular contact with their Canadian counterparts. The 
Government of Canada continues to work to ensure all Canadians are treated in a fair and expeditious manner. 


The situation today is complex because of the Executive Order on entry to the US, the judicial suspension of the Order and 
the appeal of that suspension - which is pending a further Court decision this week. 


There are currently about 1.5 million holders of Nexus privileges - 80 percent of them are Canadians. Nexus memberships 
fluctuate on both sides of the border every day for many different eligibility reasons. Last year, for example, there were an 
average of seven Nexus revocations every day. 


Nexus is a discretionary program that helps expedite crossing the border, Nexus card holders who feel aggrieved by 
eligibility decisions taken by the US government can seek recourse by calling (202) 325-8000.

Canadian Citizens' passports are NOT required to be valid for six months past their intended 
date of departure. Their passports must only be valid up until the date of their intended 
departure. 


Ail Canadian Citizens entering the United States by AIR are required to present a valid 
passport, or a NEXUS card when departing from a designated Canadian airport. 


By Land and Sea (including ferries) - Canadian citizens traveling to the U.S. by land or sea are 
required to present one of the travel documents listed below, and may generally visit the U.S. 
for up to six months. CBP will accept: Canadian passport, Enhanced Driver's License/Enhanced 
Identification Card, NEXUS. FAST/EXPRES and SENTRI enrollment cards. 


Children: Canadian citizens 15 years old and younger arriving by land or sea from contiguous 
territory may present an original or copy of his or her birth certificate or a Canadian Citizenship 
Card. Canadian Citizens 16 and older must have a valid passport, unless traveling as part of an 
organized group described below. 


ə Groups of Children: Canadian citizen children under age 19 arriving by land or sea from 
contiguous territory and traveling with a school group, religious group, social/cultural 
organization. or sports team, may also present an original or copy of his or her birth 
certificate, a Consular Report of Birth Abroad, a Naturalization Certificate, or a Canadian 
Citizenship Card. 


+ The group should provide, on organizational letterhead: The name of the group and 
supervising adult, a list of the children on the trip, the primary home address, phone 
number, date of birth, place of birth, and name of at least one parent or legal guardian for 
each child. 


* A written and signed statement of the supervising adult certifying that he or she has 
obtained parental or legal guardian consent for each partícipating child. 


Canadians coming as a Treaty Trader (and family), Fiancés/Fiancées (and theír children and 
spouses and children) of U.S. Legal permanent residents are required to have a visa to enter 
the U.S. 
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Native American Indians born in Canada with at least 5096 American Indian blood are exempt 
from having a visa and passport to enter the U.S. by land. They should have their tribal identity 
card to present to the CBP Officer. If an American Indian is arriving into the U.S. by AIR, the 
traveler will be required to have a passport. 


The burden of proof that the Canadian citizen is not an intended immigrant (plans to make the 
U.S. their primary residence) is always on the applicant. There is no set period of time 
Canadians must wait to reenter the U.S. after the end of their stay, but if it appears to the CBP 
Officer that the person applying for entry is spending more time over-all in the U.S. than in 
Canada, it will be up to the traveler to prove to the officer that they are not de-facto U.S. 
residents. One of the ways to do this is demonstrate significant ties to their home country, 
including proof of employment, residency, etc. 


Residents (PR) of Canada who are landed immigrants generally need a passport and visa to 
enter the United States, unless they are a citizen of a country eligible for the Visa Waiver 
Program (VWP). 


If they are a citizen of a country eligible for the VWP, they are only required to have their valid 
passport - coming by land. 


If coming by air and sea, they will need to have advance approval to travel through the 
Electronic System for Travel Authorization (E81:3 System). There is an ESTA application fee 


of $14. To obtain a list of countries eligible for the VWP, please reference the 2

We are aware of instances where US CBP are refusing entry to individuals from countries identified in the US 
President's executive order. 


These traveller's will likely be distraught and confused and as such CBSA officers who encounter these traveller's 
are encouraged to adopt facilitative approach. 


Should officers encounter situations where a Temporary Resident Permit is required to be issued, officers are to 
exempt the processing fee. The fee exemption code (999 - Exceptional Circumstances) is to be used and detailed 
notes are required to be entered into GCMS. 

This issue is very fluid and we will provide updates as new direction is provided.

Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order on Protection Of The Nation From Foreign 
Terrorist Entry Into The United States which is expected to contain a number of significant changes to refugee 
resettlement and visa policy. 


Report: Under the immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212{f) the President enjoys a wide authority “to 
suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or nonimmigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens 
any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate". invoking this authority, the President signed an executive order on 
Friday afternoon, that contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who 
intend to commit terrorist acts. These include: 


Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals of countries of 
particular concern, which include Iraq, tran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. This country list is the same as the 
countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible for consideration under the Visa Waiver Program that were 
put in place in 2016 under the Obama Administration. 
Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days and suspending indefinitely all refugee admissions from 
Syrian nationals. 
Ordering a reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year to 50,000. 
The Executive Order rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcame existing Terrorism Grounds of Inadmissibility 
i (TRIG) and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent significant volumes, their anticipated impact is limited. 
Other elements, such as the establishment of safe zones in Syria and in the surrounding region, will have wider 
| implications on the current conflict and for the on-going humanitarian response in the region. 


The Canadian Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature, and does not collect biometric information.

* Lawful Permeant Residents (LPRs - Green Card Holders) from the seven impacted countries wilf only be admitted on 
à case-by-case after the approval of the local Senior Executive Service (SES) official, typically the Port Director, Area Port 
Director or Director, Field Operations (DFO), 

* The approximate daily volume of passengers from these countries is 150-200 to the United States. 

* The State Department is working on providing language and information on their website for airlines and airport to 
direct passengers to for more information. 

* Dual passport holders are considered U.S. citizens and are not subject to the order. 

* The point of denial is the last point of departure before arriving into the United States. CBP is working with the IAP 
and RCLG to get messages to airlines for the point of origin. 

* Transmitting through the U.S. is not allowed for passport holders from the seven impacted countries. 

* Crewmembers are subject to the order.

CBP contacted some airlines last night and instructed the airlines to offload any passport holders from these countries 
as they are "credentially revoked". The Immigration Advisory Program {IAP} and the Regional Carrier Liaison Group 
(RCLG) have been sending messages to air carriers to deny boarding at the point of origin for U.S. bound passengers 
holding a passport from these countries. 


For eligible passengers already in travel during the implementation of the Executive Order, CBP will deny entry to these 
passengers, detain them temporarily and send them out of the United States, CBP believes it is stopping most eligible 
travelers before boarding U.S. bound aircraft at this time. For passengers detained in this process, there is the possibility 
of a waiver, however this must be granted by the Secretary of Homeland Security. 


Lawful Permanent Residents from these countries are being evaluated on a case-by-case basis but it is believed they will 
be allowed entry to the United States. 


ACI-NA will continue ta monitor the situation and provide updates as necessary.

Synopsis - 

On January 28, 2017, as a consequence of the President of the United Stetes’ (US) new executive order to bar citizens of 
seven countries (including Iraq, Syria, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Yemen, and fran) from entering the US, US permanent 
residents and valid US visa holders, who are nationals from those seven countries. are now barred from entering the LIS. 
Southern Ontario Region (SOR) management has received information from United States Customs and Border 
Protection (USCBP) that effective immediately all US visas issued to nationals from the seven affected countries will be 
considered cancelled. and entry wil not be granted to green card holders from those seven countries. They will go 
through an enhanced screening process when seeking entry. Media is reporting that some Canadian nationals who also 
have citizenship in one of the affected countries are being denied boarding on flights to the US. 


Impact - 

Reports from CBSA offices indicate that the USCBP, including US pre-clearance at Canadian international airports, is 
now refusing entry to anyone holding citizenship of Iraq, Syria, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Yemen, and fran, even if they are 
Permanent Residents of the US or valid US visa holders. The situation aiso affects international travellers who are only in 
transit at a Canadian airport and do not hold a valid document to enter Canada. because they may be inadmissible. The 
number of individuals being refused entry into the US as a direct result of the executive order is yet to be determined but 
is likely to cause an impact to CBSA operations.

Background 
Summary of Events: Late on Friday afternoon, the US President signed an executive order (EO) on "Protection 
Of The Nation From Foreign Terrorist Entry Into The United States", which is expected to make a number of 
Significant changes to refugee resettlement and visa policy. Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, 
paragraph 212(f) the President enjoys a wide authority “to suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens 
as immigrants or non- immigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens any restrictions he may deem to be 
appropriate". At the time of writ ti iii not ofinialy posted an the White House websi 
The Executive Order: invoking this authority, | President’ s EO details a number of measures identified to protect 
Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist acts. These include: 
« Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals 
of countries of particular concern, which include Iraq, Iran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. 
o This country list is the same as the countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible 
for consideration under the Visa VVaiver Program that were put in place in 2016 under the 
Obama Administration. 
* Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days (4 months) and suspending indefinitely 
all refugee admissions from Syrian nationals.

2. What are the current Canadian Exemptions for entry in to the US? 


ə itis unclear whether the new suspension on entry will apply to Canadian dual nationals of one of the listed 
countries, as although the EO refers to the list of countries of concern in the Visa Waiver Program (VWP), 
it appears to have much broader effect than limiting eligibility for VWP benefits. Restrictions imposed under 
the Visa Waiver Program did not apply to Canadians, as Canada is not part of the VWP and instead enjoys 
a broader visa exemption. 


* The Western Hemisphere Travel initiative (WHT), phased in from 2007 to 2009, sets out standards for 
which documents the US Government will accept from travelers seeking to enter the US. For Canadians, 
passports are required to enter the US by air; at land and sea ports, WHTI-compliant documents, such as 
NEXUS cards and Enhanced Driver's Cards, are also accepted. 


e WHT! was the alternative to other immigration enforcement mechanisms imposed by the U.S on other 
countries, from which Canadian passport holders were exempted. These included: 


o US-VISIT: established in 2003, collects biometric information (fingerprints and photographs) for all 
non-citizens admitted to the US. In place at most land, sea and air POEs since 2009; 
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o US Electronic System Travel Authorization (ESTA): launched in 2009, requires foreign travelers who 
are permitted to enter the US without a visa to submit their biographic information before boarding a 
US-bound plane. 


3. What is the impact of the EO on the Canadian Entrv/Exit Svstem?

The current Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature (e.g. date of birth), and does not collect 
biometric information (e.g. fingerprints). The primary focus in the majority of literature identifies Air and 
Sea as the target for biometric Entry/Exit systems in the US. 


Matching rates have been successful in the US utilizing the biographic exchanae with Canada. and the 
biometric benefit would be minimal. 


^. What is the Legality/Constitutionality of the EO?

A lawsuit has been filed on behalf of two people at JFK Airport in New York, claiming a violation of their 
rights and ultra vires to immigration statutes.

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Backgrounder: United States Executive Order "Protecting the Nation from Foreign 
Terrorist entry into the United States" 


Background 


Summary of Events: Late on Friday afternoon, the US President Signed an executive order (EO) 
on "Protection Of The Nation From Foreign Terrorist Entry Into The United States", which is 
expected to make a number of significant changes to refuges resettlement and visa policy. 
Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212(f) the President enjoys a wide 
authority "to suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or non- 
immigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate". At 
time of writing, the EO is still not officially posted on the White House website. 


The Executive Order: invoking this authority, President's EO details a number of measures 
identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist acts. These 
include: 

* Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration 
benefits to nationals of countries of particular concern, which include Iraq, iran, Libya, 
Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. 

o This country list is the same as the countries from which dual nationals were no 
longer eligible for consideration under the Visa Waiver Program that were put in 
place in 2016 under the Obama Administratíon. 

* Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days (4 months) and 
suspending indefinitely all refugee admissions from Syrian nationals. 

* Ordering a reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the US this fiscal year to 
50,000 (from the 110,000 goal previously set by the Obama administration). 

* Rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of 
inadmissibility (TRIG) and the waiver of interviews: as these do not represent significant 
volumes, their anticipated impact is limited. 


The draft Executive Order also encompasses the expedited completion of a long-standing 
congressionally-mandated Biometric Entry-Exit Tracking System that would require the use of 
biometrics data collection for ail travellers upon entry and exit to the US, and would include both 
US and Canadian nationals.

2. What are the current Canadian Exemptions for entry in to the US? 


it is unclear whether the new suspension on entry will apply to Canadian dual nationals of one 
of the listed countries, as although the EO refers to the list of countries of concern in the Visa 
Waiver Program (VWP), it appears to have much broader effect than limiting eligibility for VWP 
benefits. Restrictions imposed under the Visa Waiver Program did not apply to Canadíans, as 
Canada is not part of the VWP and instead enjoys a broader visa exemption. 


The Western Hemisphere Travel Initiative (WHTD, phased in from 2007 to 2009, sets out 
standards for which documents the US Government will accept from travellers seeking to enter 
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the US. For Canadians, passports are required to enter the US by air; at land and sea ports, 
WHTI-compliant documents, such as NEXUS cards and Enhanced Driver's Cards, are also 
accepted. 


WHT! was the alternative to other immigration enforcement mechanisms imposed by the U.S on 
other countries, from which Canadian passport holders were exempted. These included: 


e US-VISIT: established in 2003, collects biometric information (fingerprints and 
photographs) for aii non-citizens admitted to the US. In place et most land, sea and air 
POEs since 2009; 


* US Electronic System Travel Authorization (ESTA): launched in 2009, requires foreign 
travellers who are permitted to enter the US without a visa to submit their biographic 
information before boarding a US-bound plane. 


3. What is the impact of the EO on the Canadian Entry/Exit System? 


The current Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature (e.g. date of birth), and does not 
collect biometric information (e.g. fingerprints). The primary focus in the majority of 
literature identifies Air and Sea as the target for biometric Entry/Exit systems in the US. 


Matching rates have been successful in the US utilizing the biagraphic exchange with Canada, 
and the biometric benefit would be minimal, 


4. What is the Legality/Constitutionality of the EO? 


Provisions of the Executive Order do not require congressionai approvais, though some 
implementation will require appropriations to implement and depend on detailed guidance. 


A fawsuit has been filed on behalf of two people at JFK Airport in New York, claiming a violation 
of their rights and ultra vires to immigration statutes. 
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« The Counsel for this lawsuit includes the American Civil Liberties Union, the International 
Refugee Assistance Project, National immigration Center, Yale University’s Jerome N 
Frank Legat Services Organization and law firm Kilpatrick Townsend and Stockton

the Executive Order.

Numerous foreign-born individuals have been convicted or implicated in terrorism-related crimes since September 11, 
2001, including foreign nationals who entered the United States after receiving visitor, student, or employment visas, or 
who entered through the United States refugee resettlement program. Deteriorating conditions in certain countries due 
to war, strife, disaster, and civil unrest increase the likelihood that terrorists will use any means possible to enter the 
United States. The United States must be vigilant during the visa-issuance process to ensure that those approved for 
admission do not intend to harm Americans and that they have no ties to terrorism,

Implementing Uniform Screening Standards for All Immigration Programs. (a) The Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of Homeland Security, the Director of National intelligence, and the Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation shall implement a program, as part of the adjudication pracess for immigration benefits, to identify 
individuals seeking to enter the United States on a fraudulent basis with the intent to cause harm, or who are at risk of 
causing harm subsequent to their admission. This program will include the development of a uniform screening 
standard and procedure, such as in-person interviews; a database of identity documents proffered by applicants to 
ensure that duplicate documents are not used by multiple applicants; amended application forms that include questions 
aimed at identifying fraudulent answers and malicious intent; a mechanism to ensure that the applicant is who the

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Director of National Intelligence, and the Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation shall implement a program, as part of the adjudication process 
for immigration benefits, to identify individuals seeking to enter the United 
States on a fraudulent basis with the intent to cause harm, or who are at risk of 
causing harm subsequent to their admission. This program will include the 
development of a uniform screening standard and procedure, such as in- 
person interviews; a database of identity documents proffered by applicants to 
ensure that duplicate documents are not used by multiple applicants; 
amended application forms that include questions aimed at identifying 
fraudulent answers and malicious intent; a mechanism to ensure that the 
applicant is who the applicant claims to be; a process to evaluate the 
appHeant’s likelihood of becoming a positively contributing member of society 
and the applicant's ability to make contributions to the national interest; and à 
mechanism to assess whether or not the applicant has the intent to commit 
eriminal or terrorist acts after entering the United States. 


(b) The Secretary of Homeland Security, in conjunction with the Secretary of 
State, the Director of National Intelligence, and the Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, shall submit to the President an initial report on the 
progress of this directive within 60 days of the date of this order, a second 
report within 100 days of the date of this order, and a third report within 200 
days of the date of this order. 


Sec. 5. Realignment of the U.S, Refugee Admissions Program for Fiscal Year 
2017. (a) The Secretary of State shall suspend the U.S. Refugee Admissions 
Program (USRAP) for 120 days. During the 120-day period, the Secretary of 
State, in conjunction with the Secretary of Homeland Security and in 
consultation with the Director of National Intelligence, shall review the 
USRAP application and adjudication process to determine what additional 
procedures should be taken to ensure that those approved for refugee 
admission do not pose a threat to the security and welfare of the United States, 
and shall implement such additional procedures. Refugee applicants who are 
already in the USRAP process may be admitted upon the initiation and 
completion of these revised procedures.

security and welfare of the United States. 


(b) Upon the resumption of USRAP admissions, the Secretary of State, in 
consultation with the Secretary of Homeland Security, is further directed to 
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make changes, to the extent permitted by law, to prioritize refugee claims 
made by individuals on the basis of religious-based persecution, provided that 
the religion of the individual is a minority religion in the individual's country | 
of nationality. Where necessary and appropriate, the Secretaries of State and l 
Homeland Security shall recommend legislation to the President that would 
assist with such prioritization. 


(c) Pursuant to section 212(f) of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1182(0), I hereby proclaim 
that the entry of nationals of Syria as refagees is detrimental to the interests of 
the United States and thus suspend any such entry until such time as I have 
determined that sufficient changes have been made to the USRAP to ensure 
that admission of Syrian refugees is consistent with the national interest. 


(d) Pursuant to section 212(f) of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1182{f), 1 hereby proclaim 
that the entry of more than 50,000 refugees in fiscal year 2017 would be 
detrimental to the interests of the United States, and thus suspend any such 
entry until such time as I determine that additional admissions would be in 
the national interest. 


(e) Notwithstanding the temporary suspension imposed pursuant to 
subsection (a) of this section, the Secretaries of State and Homeland Security 
may jointly determine to admit individuals to the United States as refugees on 
à case-by-case basis, in their discretion, but only so long as they determine 
that the admission of such individuals as refugees is in the national interest -- 
including when the person is a religious minority in his country of nationality 
facing religious persecution, when admitting the person would enable the 
United States to conform its conduct to a preexisting international agreement, 
or when the person is already in transit and denying admission would cause 
undue hardship -- and it would not pose a risk to the security or welfare of the 
United States.

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(f) The Secretary of State shall submit to the President an initial report on the 
progress of the directive in subsection (b) of this section regarding 
prioritization of claims made by individuals on the basis of religious-based 
persecution within 100 days of the date of this order and shall submit a second 
report within 200 days of the date of this order. 


(g) It is the policy of the executive branch that, to the extent permitted by law 
and as practicable, State and local jurisdictions be granted a role in the 
process of determining the placement or settlement in their jurisdictions of 
aliens eligible to he admitted to the United States as refugees. To that end, the 
Secretary of Homeland Security shall examine existing law to determine the 


extent to which, consistent with applicable law, State and local jurisdictions 
may have greater involvement in the process of determining the placement or 
resettlement of refugees in their jurisdictions, and shall devise a proposal to 
lawfully promote such involvement. 


Sec. 6. Rescission of Exercise of Authority Relating to the Terrorism Grounds. 
of Inadmissibility. The Secretaries of State and Homeland Security shall, in 
consultation with the Attorney General, consider rescinding the exercises of 
authority in section 212 of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1182, relating to the terrorism 
grounds of inadmissihility, as well as any related implementing memoranda. 


Sec. 7. Expedited Completion of the Biometric Entry-Exit Tracking System. (a) 
The Secretary of Homeland Security shall expedite the completion and 
implementation of a biometric entry-exit tracking system for all travelers to 
the United States, as recommended by the National Commission on Terrorist 
Attacks Upon the United States. 


(5) The Secretary of Homeland Security shall submit to the President periodic 
reports on the progress of the directive contained in subsection (a) of this 
section. The initial report shall be submitted within 100 days of the date of this 
order, a second report shall be submitted within 200 days of the date of this 
order, and a third report shall be submitted within 365 days of the date of this 
order. Further, the Secretary shall submit a report every 180 days thereafter 
until the system is fully deployed and operational. 


Sec. 8. Visa Interview Security. (a) The Secretary of State shall immediately 
suspend the Visa Interview Waiver Program and ensure compliance with 
section 222 of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1222, which requires that all individuals 
seeking a nonimmigrant visa undergo an in-person interview, subject to 
specific statutory exceptions. 


(b) To the extent permitted by law and subject to the availability of 
appropriations, the Secretary of State shall immediately expand the Consular 
Fellows Program, including by substantially increasing the number of Fellows, 
lengthening or making permanent the period of service, and making language 
training at the Foreign Service Institute available to Fellows for assignment to 
posts outside of their area of core linguistic ability, to ensure that non- 
immigrant visa-interview wait times are not unduly affected.

Ifa country does not 
treat United States nationals seeking nonimmigrant visas in a reciprocal 
manner, the Secretary of State shall adjust the visa validity period, fee 
schedule, or other treatment to match the treatment of United States nationals 
by the foreign country, to the extent practicable, 


Sec. 10. Transparency and Data Collection. (a) To be more transparent with 
the American people, and to more effectively implement policies and practices 
that serve the national interest, the Secretary of Homeland Security, in 
consultation with the Attorney General, shall, consistent with applicable law 
and national security, collect and make publicly available within 180 days, and 
every 180 days thereafter:

Background 


Summary of Events: Late on Friday afternoon, the US President signed an executive order (EO) 
on “Protection Of The Nation From Foreign Terrorist Entry into The United States”, which is 
expected to make a number of significant changes to refugee resettlement and visa policy. 
Under the immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212(f) the President enjoys a wide 
authority "to suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or non- 
immigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate". At 
time of writing, the EO is still not officially posted on the White House website. 


The Executive Order. invoking this authority, President's EO details a number of measures 
identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist acts.

» Rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of 
Inadmissibility (TRIG) and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent significant 
volumes, their anticipated impact is limited. 


The draft Executive Order also encompasses the expedited completion of a long-standing

Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order on Protection Of The Nation From Foreign 
Terrorist Entry inte The United Stotes which fs expected te contain a number of significant changes to refugee 
resettlement and visa policy. 


Report: Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, Zifi the President enjoys a wide authority “to 
suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or nonimmigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens 
any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate". Invoking this authority, the President signed an executive order on 
Friday afternoon, that contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who 
intend to commit terrorist acts. These include: 


* Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals of 
countries of particular concern, which include Irag, Iran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. This country 
list is the same as the countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible for consideration under the 
Visa Waiver Program that were put in place in 2016 under the Obama Administration, 

* Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days and suspending indefinitely all refugee 
admissions from Syrian nationals. 

* Ordering a reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year ta 50,000. 

* The Executive Order rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of 
inadmissibility {TRIG} and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent significant volumes, their 
anticipated impact is limited. 

» Other elements, such as the establishment of safe zones in Syria and in the surrounding region, will have wider 
implications on the current conflict and for the on-going humanitarian response in the region. 


The Canadian Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature, and does not collect biometric information. 


Further, matching rates have been successful in the US utilizing the biographic 
exchange with Canada and the benefit wouid be minimal,

President Trump signed an executive order on Friday titled “Protecting the Nation From Foreign Terrorist Entry Into the 
United States." Follawing is the language of that order, as supplied by the White House. 


By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and laws of the United States of America, including the 
Immigration and Nationality Act (INA), 8 U.S.C. 1101 et seq., and section 301 of title 3, United States Code, and to 
protect the American people from terrorist attacks by foreign nationals admitted to the United States, it is hereby 
ordered as follows: 


Section 1. Purpose. The visa-issuance process plays a crucial role in detecting individuals with terrorist ties and stopping 
them from entering the United States. Perhaps in no instance was that more apparent than the terrorist attacks af 
September 11, 2001, when State Department policy prevented consular officers from properly scrutinizing the visa 
applications of several of the 19 foreign nationals who went on to murder nearly 3,000 Americans. And while the visa- 
issuance process was reviewed and amended after the September 11 attacks to better detect would-be terrorists from 
receiving visas, these measures did not stop attacks by foreign nationals who were admitted to the United States. 


Numerous foreign-born individuals have been convicted or implicated in terrorism-related crimes since September 11, 
2001, including foreign nationals who entered the United States after receiving visitor, student, or employment visas, or 
who entered through the United States refugee resettlement program. Deteriorating conditions in certain countries due 
to war, strife, disaster, and civil unrest increase the likelihood that terrorists will use any means possible to enter the 
United States. The United States must be vigilant during the visa-issuance process to ensure that those approved for 
admission do not intend to harm Americans and that they have no ties to terrorism.

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in order to protect Americans, the United States must ensure that those admitted to this country do not bear hastile 
attitudes toward it and its founding principles. The United States cannot, and should not, admit those who do not 
support the Constitution, or those who would place violent ideologies over American law. in addition, the United States 
should not admit those who engage in acts of bigotry or hatred {including "honor" killings, other forms of violence 
against women, or the persecution of those who practice religions different from their own) or those who would 
oppress Americans of any race, gender, or sexual orientation. 


Sec. 2. Policy. it is the policy of the United States to protect its citizens from foreign nationals who intend to commit 
terrorist attacks in the United States; and to prevent the admission of foreign nationals who intend to exploit United 
States immigration laws for malevolent purposes. 


Sec, 3, Suspension of Issuance of Visas and Other Immigration Benefits to Nationals of Countries of Particular Concern. 
(a) The Secretary of Homeland Security, in consultation with the Secretary of State and the Director of National 
intelligence, shall immediately canduct a review to determine the information needed from any country to adjudicate 

i any visa, admission, or other benefit under the INA (adjudications) in order to determine that the individual seeking the 
i benefit is who the individual claims to be and is not a security or public-safety threat. 


(b) The Secretary of Homeland Security, in consultation with the Secretary of State and the Director of National 
intelligence, shall submit to the President a report on the results of the review described in subsection (a) of this 
section, including the Secretary of Homeland Security's determination of the information needed for adjudications and 
a list of countries that do not provide adequate information, within 30 days of the date of this order. The Secretary of 
Homeland Security shall provide a copy of the report to the Secretary of State and the Director of National Intelligence. 


(c) To tempararily reduce investigative burdens on relevant agencies during the review period described in subsection 
(a) of this section, to ensure the proper review and maximum utilization of available resources for the screening of 
foreign nationals, and to ensure that adequate standards are established to prevent infiltration by foreign terrorists or 
criminals, pursuant ta section 212(f) af the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1182(f), | hereby proclaim that the immigrant and 
nonimmigrant entry into the United States of aliens from countries referred to in section 217(a)(12) of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 
1187(a)(12), would be detrimental to the interests of the United States, and | hereby suspend entry into the United 
States, as immigrants and nonimmigrants, of such persons for 90 days from the date of this order (excluding those 
foreign nationals traveling on diplomatic visas, North Atlantic Treaty Organization visas, C-2 visas for travel to the United 
Nations, and G-1, G-2, G-3, and G-4 visas}. 


(d) immediately upon receipt of the report described in subsection (5) of this section regarding the information needed 
for adjudications, the Secretary of State shall request all foreign governments that do not supply such information to 
start providing such information regarding their nationals within 60 days of notification. 


(e) After the 60-day period described in subsection (d) of this section expires, the Secretary of Homeland Security, in 
consultation with the Secretary of State, shall submit to the President a list of countries recommended for inclusion on a 
Presidential proclamation that would prohibit the entry of foreign nationals (excluding those foreign nationals traveling 
on diplomatic visas, North Atlantic Treaty Organization visas, C-2 visas for travel to the United Nations, and G-1, G-2, G- 
3, and G-4 visas} from countries that do not provide the information requested pursuant ta subsection (d) of this section 
until compliance occurs. 


{f} At any point after submitting the list described in subsection (e) of this section, the Secretary of State or the 
Secretary of Homeland Security may submit to the President the names of any additional countries recommended for 
similar treatment. 


(g) Notwithstanding a suspension pursuant to subsection (c) of this section or pursuant ta a Presidential proclamation 
described in subsection (e) of this section, the Secretaries of State and Homeland Security may, on a case-by-case basis, 
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and when in the national interest, issue visas or other immigration benefits to nationals of countries for which visas and 
benefits are otherwise blocked. 


{h} The Secretaries of State and Homeland Security shall submit to the President a joint report on the progress in 
implementing this orderwithin 30 days of the date of this order, a second report within 60 daysof the date of this order, 
a third report within 90 days of the date of this order, and a fourth report within 120 days af the date of this order. 


Sec. 4. implementing Uniform Screening Standards for All immigration Programs. (a) The Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of Homeland Security, the Director of National intelligence, and the Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation shall implement a program, as part of the adjudication process for immigration benefits, to identify 
individuals seeking to enter the United States on a fraudulent basis with the intent to cause harm, or who are at risk of 
causing harm subsequent to their admission. This program will include the development of a uniform screening 
standard and procedure, such as in-person interviews; a database of identity documents praffered by applicants to 
ensure that duplicate documents are not used by multiple applicants; amended application forms that include questions 
aimed at identifying fraudulent answers and malicious intent; a mechanism to ensure that the applicant is who the 
applicant claims to be; a process to evaluate the applicant's likelihood of becoming a positively contributing member of 
society and the applicant's ability to make contributions to the national interest; and a mechanism to assess whether or 
nat the applicant has the intent to commit criminal or terrorist acts after entering the United States. 


(b) The Secretary of Homeland Security, in conjunction with the Secretary of State, the Director of National intelligence, 
and the Director of the Federal Bureau of investigation, shali submit to the President an initial report on the progress of 
this directive within 60 days of the date of this order, a second report within 100 days of the date of this order, and a 
third report within 200 days of the date of this order. 


Sec. 5. Realignment of the U.S. Refugee Adrnissions Program for Fiscal Year 2017. (a) The Secretary of State shall 
suspend the U.S. Refugee Admissions Program (USRAP) for 120 days. During the 120-day period, the Secretary of State, 
in conjunction with the Secretary of Homeland Security and in consultation with the Director of National Intelligence, 
shall review the USRAP application and adjudication process to determine what additional procedures shauid be taken 
to ensure that those approved for refugee admission do not pose a threat to the security and welfare of the United 
States, and shall implement such additional procedures. Refugee applicants who are already in the USRAP process may 
be admitted upon the initiation and completion of these revised procedures. Upon the date that is 120 days after the 
date of this order, the Secretary of State shail resume USRAP admissions only for nationals of countries for which the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of Homeland Security, and the Director of National intelligence have jaintly determined 
that such additional procedures are adequate to ensure the security and welfare of the United States. 


(b) Upon the resumption of USRAP admissions, the Secretary of State, in consultation with the Secretary of Homeland 
Security, is further directed to make changes, to the extent permitted by law, to prioritize refugee claims made by 
individuals on the basis of religious-based persecution, provided that the religion of the individual is a minority religion 
in the individual's country af nationality, Where necessary and appropriate, the Secretaries of State and Homeland 
Security shall recommend legislation to the President that would assist with such prioritization. 
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(c) Pursuant to section 212(f) of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1182(f), | hereby proclaim that the entry of nationals of Syria as 
refugees is detrimental to the interests of the United States and thus suspend any such entry until such time as have 
determined that sufficient changes have been made to the USRAP to ensure that admission of Syrian refugees is 
consistent with the national interest. 


(d) Pursuant to section 212(f) of the INA, 8 U.S.C. 1182(f}, | hereby proclaim that the entry of more than 50,000 refugees 
in fiscal year 2017 would be detrimental to the interests of the United States, and thus suspend any such entry until 
such time as | determine that additional admissions would be in the national interest. 
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(e) Notwithstanding the temporary suspension imposed pursuant to subsection (a) of this section, the Secretaries of 
State and Homeland Security may jointly determine to admit individuals to the United States as refugees on a case-by- | 
case basis, in their discretion, but only so long as they determine that the admission of such individuals as refugees is in 
the national interest — including when the person is a religious minority in his country of nationality facing religious 
persecution, when admitting the person would enable the United States to conform its conduct to a preexisting 
international agreement, or when the person is already in transit and denying admission would cause undue hardship — 
and it would not pase a risk to the security or welfare of the United States. 


{f} The Secretary of State shall submit to the President an initial report on the progress of the directive in subsection (b) 
of this section regarding prioritization of claims made by individuals on the basis of religious-based persecution within 
100 days of the date of this order and shall submit a second report within 200 days of the date of this order. 


{g} It is the policy of the executive branch that, to the extent permitted by law and as practicable, State and local 
jurisdictions be granted a role in the process of determining the placement or settlement in their jurisdictions of aliens 
eligible to be admitted to the United States as refugees. To that end, the Secretary of Homeland Security shail examine 
existing law to determine the extent to which, consistent with applicable law, State and focal jurisdictions may have 
greater involvement in the process of determining the placement or resettlement of refugees in their jurisdictions, and 
shall devise a proposal to lawfully promote such involvement.

ENTRY INTO THE UNITED STATES 


Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order entitled PROTECTING THE NATION FROM 
FORERZN TERRORIST ENTRY INTO THE UNITED STATES. This order contains a number of significant changes to refugee 
resettlement and visa policy as well as new reporting requirements for the Secretaries of State, Homeland Security, 
Director of National Intelligence, and Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigations. While not yet available on the 
White House, the attached copy was provided to the IRCC Senior Liaison Officer by DHS upon request and is the 
actual final text being executed by DHS officers since 17:00 last evening. As the information was provided directly to 
IRCC in this vein, please limit onward transmission of the text until such time as an official version is released, There 
are some differences in the attached text from that circulating in the media at the present time. 


Report: Under the Immigration ond Naturalization Act, the President enjoys a wide authority "to 
suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or non-immigrants, or impose an the entry of aliens 
any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate", invoking this authority, as well as those found at 8 U.S.C. 1101 et seg., 
and Section 301 of title 3, United States Code, the President signed an executive order on Friday afternoon that 
contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist 
acts. These include: 


e Sec. 3: Ordering a review of the information needed from any country that would support adjudication of visas, 
admissions, and benefits under the INA and reporting back on the findings within 30 days and, in order to 
reduce the investígative burdens upon the agencies carrying out that review, ordering the suspension of entry 
into the United States of aliens from the following countries: irag, tran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and 
Yemen. This country list is the same as the countries from which dual nationalis were no longer eligible for 
consideration under the Visa Waiver Program according to a 2016 policy enacted by Congress during the Obama 
Administration in response to terrorist acts in Europe and domestically; 

a Sec: Ordering the Secretaries of the Departments of Homeland Security and State, the FBI Director and the 
Director of National intelligence to come up with across the board screening mechanisms and standards for the

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immigration visa streams and to report back to the President at 60, 100, and 200 days on progress in 
implementing this directive; 

Sec. 5: Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions under the US Refugee Admissions Program (USRAP} 
for 120 days and suspending indefinitely all refugee admissions from Syrian nationals, as well as ordering a 
reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year to 50,000; 

Sec. 6: Directing the Secretaries of State and Homeland Security to consider rescinding the authorities for 
exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of inadmissibifity {TRIG}; 

Sec.7: Ordering the expedited completion of a long-standing congressionally mandated Biometric Entry-Exit 
Tracking System that would require the use of biometrics data collection for ali travellers upon entry and exit to 
the US, and would include both US and Canadian nationals. 

Sec, 8: Ordering the Secretary of State to suspend the waiver of non-immigrant visa applicant interviews ; 
Sec. 9: Ordering the Secretary of State to review all non-immigrant visa reciprocity agreements to ensure they 
are actually reciprocal and where they are not, to adjust US treatment of the other state's nationals 
accordingly. 

Ser. 10: Ordering the Secretary af Homeland Security, in consultation with the Attorney General, to collect and 
publicize within 180 days and every 180 days afterwards a list of foreign nationals charged with terrorism- 
related offences or who have been radicalized after entry into the United States and carried out terrorist acts or 
provided material support to terrorists. 


The significant attention that the President's Executive Orders on immigration continue to receive stands in clear 
contrast with Canada's high-profile approach to refugee resettlement and our welcoming attitude to immigrants and 


temporary residents. Both $ 


and th 


. have included comparative reports in recent days highlighting 


Canada’s approach. 


Impacts upon IRCC: 


The pause in refugee admissions and the new cap is in clear contrast with former President Obama's earlier 
expansion of overall resettiement numbers to 110,000 persons for the current fiscal year. With more than 
25,000 refugees already having been resettled, the remaining space of 25,000 to the end of September will 
likely result in a significant pivot of refugee resettlement resources and will leave our own program the most 
visible and active in the region. Much of the surge in refugee resettlement in recent years has been delivered 
through temporary transfer of staff from Asylum processing; with a return of these personnel, there should be 
increasing flows of Central American asylum cases shifting forward but then being caught up in the huge 
backlogs of asytum adjudications currently pending with the Department of Justice's Executive Office for 
immigration Review {EOIR}. There have already been signals that DHS officials have been told to slow or stop 
the issuance of exemptions to the TRIG; the Order will mean that individuals who have provided any form of 
material support or undertaken even tangential activities linked to terrorist groups or individuals will now most 
likely be found inadmissible. Many of these individuals would still be admissible under Canada's legislative and 
policy framework were similar facts placed before our officers. There may be pressure from resettlement 
agencies to consider these marginal cases that will no longer meet with success in the USRAP. 

The portion on the uniform screening standards for all immigration programs will resonate with anyone familiar 
with the tradecraft of immigration visa processing as used by Canada and its likerninded immigrant-receiving 
countries would recognize all the elements of this section as basic components; indeed, one can argue that the 
processing carried out by State and DHS already meet these tests. The softer elements of assessing an 
applicant's future intents around contributing to society and the national interest would appear novel and wil! 
be difficult to operationalize in a way that withstands litigation. The longstanding cooperation between Canada 
and the United States in our capitals and in the field with regard to sharing expertise, best practices and 
applicant information through our various agreements and almost daily bi-latera! interactions will serve to 
highlight our joint interest in security and program integrity. 

With regard to non-immigrant interview waivers, and in the same vein as the section on Uniform Screening 
Standards, this section speaks to enhancing consistent processing by removing grounds for interview waivers in 
the non-immigrant stream. This is actually the general rule in initial non-immigrant visa pracessing at the 


z 
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present time but the Order would seem to reduce discretion to waive, particularly in the case of renewals. it 
also references the statutory exceptions for categories such as dipiomats, NATO staff, and UN Staff. Observers 
of Canada's approach may draw upon this section of the order to highlight our extensive use of LES decision- 
makers and our far greater risk-managed approach to interviews. It will be important in messaging about 
Canada's vísa programs to highlight the extensive network of information sharing and more importantly, the 
highly professionalized approach to recruitment, training, development and retention that (RCC uses to ensure 
high quality decision making. Some US law firms have already commented online about how the 
implementation of this measure may significantly impinge upon timely visa processing at missions abroad 
without major new resources. One can wonder about the near-term effectiveness of the move to build up the 
Consular Fellows Program of non-rotationat US visa staff, given the cumbersome hiring and vetting process 
involved. Siowdowns in non-immigrant processing may lead applicants to shift their focus to Canadian 
alternatives. 

* The Order's provision far the expedited completion of Exit-Entry has proven difficult to operationatize. 
Ultimately this would require the use of biometrics data collection for all travellers upon entry and exit to the 
US, and would include both US and Canadian nationals and holds implications for our CBSA and PS 
colleagues. There will be a good deal of US pressure to significantly step up policy work and implementation of 
exit entry and biometrics expansion. 


WSHDC-IM will continue to monitor developments and report in the coming days.

United States Executive Order “Protecting the Nation from Foreign Terrorist entry into the United 
States" 


Background 
Summary of Events: Late on Friday afternoon, the US President signed an executive ordet (EO) on "Protection 
Of The Nation From Foreign Terrorist Entry into The United States”, which is expected to make a number of 
significant changes to refugee resettlement and visa policy. Under the immigration and Naturalization Act, 
paragraph 212(f) the President enjoys a wide authority “to suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens 
as immigrants or nomimmigrants; or impose on the eniry of aliens any restrictions he may deem to be 
appropriate”. At the time of writing, the EO fs still not officially posted on the White House website. 
The Executive Order: invoking this authority, President's EO details a number of measures identified to protect 
Americans from foreign nationals who intend to commit terrorist acts. These inciude: 
+ Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals 
of countries of particular concern, which include Iraq, fran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. 
o This country list is the same as the countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible 
for consideration under the Visa Waiver Program that were put in place in 2016 under the 
Obama Administration. 
« Ordering the suspension of ali refugee admissions for 120 days (4 months) and suspending indefinitely 
all refugee admissions from Syrian nationals.

Update from the January 28 12:30 CBP Calf: 
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CBP Executive Director of Admissibility and Passenger Programs Todd Hoffman held an industry call yesterday at 12:30 
p.m. ET on the implementation af the Executive Order issued last night. He was joined by Ryan Hutton and Dan Tanciar 
from CBP. 


Key points from the call: 


* Lawful Permeant Residents (LPRs - Green Card Holders) from the seven impacted countries will only be admitted on 
a case-by-case after the approval of the local Senior Executive Service (SES) official, typically the Port Director, Area Port 
Director or Director, Field Operations (DFO}. 

* The approximate daily volume of passengers from these countries is 150-200 to the United States. 

* The State Department is working on providing language and information on their website for airlines and airport to 
direct passengers to for more informatíon. 

* Dual passport holders are considered U.S. citizens and are not subject to the order. 

* The point of denial is the last point of departure before arriving into the United States. CBP is working with the IAP 
and RCLG to get messages to airtines for the point of origin. 

* Transmitting through the U.S, is not allowed for passport holders from the seven impacted countries. 

* Crewmembers are subject to the order.

Original Notice from January 28 morning: 


CBP confirmed to ACI-NA this morning they have immediately implemented the Executive Order (attached) that was 
signed hy President Trump yesterday, The Executive Order prohibits passport holders from the following seven 
countries from entering the United States for a period of at least 90 days:

CBP contacted some airtines last night and instructed the airlines to offload any passport holders from these countries 
as they are "credentially revoked". The immigration Advisory Program (IAP) and the Regional Carrier Liaison Group 
{RCLG) have been sending messages to air carriers to deny boarding at the point of origin for U.S. bound passengers 
holding a passport from these countries. 


For eligible passengers already in travel during the implementation of the Executive Order, CBP will deny entry to these 
passengers, detain them temporarily and send them out of the United States. CBP believes it is stopping most eligible 
travelers before boarding U.S. bound aircraft ai this time. For passengers detained in this process, there is the possibility 
of a waiver, however this must be granted by the Secretary of Homeland Security. 


Lawful Permanent Residents from these countries are being evaluated on a case-by-case basis but it is believed they will 
be allowed entry to the United States. 


ACI-NA will continue to monitor the situation and provide updates as necessary.

At a Committee hearing, witnesses from both the State Department and DHS stated that the 
vetting for refugees, particularly Syrian refugees, was more rigorous than for any other m igrant 
seeking to legally come to the country, * However, in February, PBI Assistant Director Michael 
Steinbach told the House Homefand Security Committee that he was concerned about the risks 
associated with bringing in Syrian refugees, due to our lack of on the ground collection and thus 
incomplete databases." FBI Director C omey echoed this concern during HSGAC's annual 
“Threats to the Homeland" hearing in October, admitting that the U.S. faces deficits when it 
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comes to vetting Syrian refuges. NCTC Director Rasmussen expressed concerns at both 
hearings explaining that the U.S. does not have the traditional diplomatie, military, and 
intelligence footprint in Syria to provide law enforcement with lists of known or suspecied 
terrorists." Thus, while the U.S. may have a system that ensures that all databases are touched 
during the vetting process, “you can only review against what you have. 2s 


Biometric Entry-Exit Program 


Terrorists have exploited the U.S, immigration system to enter and remain in the U.S. often by 
entering | the country lawfully but then unlawfully remaining is the country after their visa 
expired. To address this, Congress has passed eight statutes mandating some form of an entry- 
exit system to track those transiting the country. ^ In 2004, the 9/11 Commission Report 
recommended DHS "complete, as quickly as possible, a diametric entry-exit screening 

system, "^ That year, DHS “fully implemented a biometric air entry solution into existing 
inspection booths"! and fully deployed a biometric land entry system in 2005,75 To date, DHS

IDENT is a foliy 
biometric database and includes biographic information, biometric data (all 10 fingerprints), and

DHS has utilized several different pilot programs to implement a biometric exit solution. From 
2004 to 2007 DHS placed biometric collection kiosks inside secure checkpoints and biometric 

collection mobile devices in departure gate areas at 12 airports and two seaports, 7? However, a 
series of GAO reports during this ime period highlighted concerns with the pitt? 
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Specifically, GAO found that, on average, onty 24 percent of travelers subject to the pilot 
complied with the exit procedure." 


In 2009, DHS employed a departure biometric pilot program at Atlanta International Airport and 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, collecting digital lingerpriats of nan-U.S. citizens at boarding 
gates. Despite concluding that the pilot generally confirmed that biometric exit data could be 
collected, í jn 2010, DHS adopted a plan to focus in the near-term on enhanced biagraphic data 
collection and analysis to identify potential overstays, and to invest in resear ch and development 
of emerging biometric technology to be emploved in a future exit system? 


n 2013, CBP and the DHS Science and Technology Directorate (SAT) announced their plan to 
develop a test facility to examine biometric pehnology and operational concepts to advance a 
biometric exit program at air and sea ports. ** Also in 2013, “CBP and S&T initiated a joint Air 
Entry/Exit Re-Engineering (AEER) Apex project" to test both processes and technologies "to 
determine how and when a biometric air exit concept would be feasible. For example, at the 
test facility, S&T is currently testing the efficacy of three biometric technologies fingerprint. 
retinal scan, and facial recognition equipment--—-and potential approaches to implement the 
technologies at L.S. airports." ^* Based on the best performing concepts and operations, in 
FY2016, DHS plans to initiate a field trial at one U.S. airport.‘ 


Meanwhile, in July 2015. CBP faunched its testing of "an enhanced mobile device to collect 
biometric exit data from a limited number of foreign national air travelers departing the U.S. at 
Hartsfield-lackson Adanta International Airport" As to the land border, CBP plans to initiate 
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a facial recognition biometrie pilot for pedestrians exiting the U.S. at the Olay Mesa PO 
San Diego sector by early December 201579 


Preclearance Agreements 


The L.S. also operates a number of preciearance facilities at airporis in foreign countries, 
According to DHS, "Preclearance is the process by which CBP officers stationed abroad screen 
and make admissibility decisions about passengers and their accompanying goods or baggage 
heading to the U.S. before they leave a foreign port.” " Comm ittee witnesses have testified as to 
the benefits of preclearance, in that it helps expand our borders and provide important 
information to CBP officers prior to persons entering the country” This effectively adds an 
additional layer of defense.

The purpose of this process is to enable “CRP to Stop potential threats before they arrive on U.S, 
soi Ata Committee briefing. CBP explained that current preclearance agreements save the 
U.S, $25 million in detention costs annually In addition, preciearance helps streamline border 
procedures by reducing congestion at POEs as well as facilitating travel between L.S. ports and 
those foreign ports that are equipped for preclearance. Moreover, CBF has entered into public- 
private partnerships with foreign ports that enable the foreign port to fund up to 83 percent of 
CBP's preclearance operations. 


Currently, preclearance is available at most major Canadian airports.“ There are also 
precicarance locations in Aruba, Bermuda. the Bahamas, ireland, and the United Arab 
Emirates? 
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On May 29, 2015, Secretary Johnson announced the U.S.'s intention "to enter into negotiations 
to expand air preclearance options to ten new foreign airports, located in nine separate countries: 
Belgium, the Dominican Republic, Japan, the Netherlands, Norway, Spain, Sweden, Turkey, and 
ihe United Kingdom." According to the Department. CBP coordinated with TSA and the 
State Department to identify these new airports “and à prioritized them based on the greatest 
potential to support security and travel facilitation." NE year, approximately 20 million 
passengers traveled to the U.S. from these 10 airports." 


DHS is also interested in expanding preclearance to other modes of transportation. On March 

16, 2015, DHS Secretary Jeh Johnson and Canadian Minister of Public Safety and Emergency 
Preparedness Steve Blaney signed the Agreement on Land, Rail, Marine, and Air Transport 
Preclearance, which wili provide the legal framework to locate CBP and CBSA personnel to 
offer preclearance at more locations and modes of transportation in both countries ^" 

Essentially, this agreement will: 1) provide security updates that accurately reflect the post 9/11 
operating environments; 3) enable preciearance at cruise, rail. and ferry terminals that currently 
only receive pre-inspection; ^ 3) allow CBP and CBSA officers to carry firearms and resicainiug 
devices at preclearance locations; ? and 4) “enable the exploration of co-location at small and 
remote ports." 


To implement, both the U.S. and Canada would have to enact legislation.

Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order on Protection Of The Natian From Foreign 
Terrorist Entry Into The United States which is expected to contain a number of significant changes to refugee 
resettiement and visa policy. 


Report; Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212(f) the President enjoys a wide authority "to 
suspend the entry of alf aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or nonimmigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens 
any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate". Invoking this authority, the President signed an executive order on 
Friday afternoon, that contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who 
intend to commit terroríst acts. These include: 


Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals of countries of 
particular concern, which include trag, Iran, Libya, Somalia Sudan, Syria and Yemen. This country list is the same as the 
countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible for consideration under the Visa Waiver Program that were 
put in place in 2016 under the Obama Administration. Ordering the suspension of ali refugee admissions for 120 days 
and suspending indefinitely ail refugee admissions from Syrian nationals, Ordering a reduction in the number of 
refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year to 50,000. The Executive Order rescinds authorities for exemptions to 
overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of Inadmissibility (TRIG) and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent 
significant volumes, their anticipated impact is limited. Other elements, such as the establishment of safe zones in Syria 
and in the surrounding region, will have wider implications on the current conflict and for the on-going humanitarian 
response in the region, 


The Canadian Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature, and does not collect biometric information. 


Further, matching rates have been successful in the US utilizing the biographic 
exchange with Canada and the benefit would be minimal.

Summary: Late on Friday afternoon, the President signed an executive order on Protection Of The Nation From Foreign 
Terrorist Entry Into The United States which is expected to contain a number of significant changes to refugee 
resettlement and visa policy. 


Report: Under the Immigration and Naturalization Act, paragraph 212(f} the President enjoys a wide authority "to 
suspend the entry of all aliens or any class of aliens as immigrants or nonimmigrants, or impose on the entry of aliens 
any restrictions he may deem to be appropriate". Invoking this authority, the President signed an executive order on 
Friday afternoon, that contained a number of measures identified to protect Americans from foreign nationals who 
intend to commit terrorist acts. These include: 


Ordering a review that would lead to the suspension of visa and other immigration benefits to nationals of countries of 
particular concern, which include Iraq, iran, Libya, Somalia, Sudan, Syria and Yemen. This country list is the same as the 
countries from which dual nationals were no longer eligible for consideration under the Visa Waiver Program that were 
put in piace in 2016 under the Obama Administration. 

Ordering the suspension of all refugee admissions for 120 days and suspending indefinitely alt refugee admissions from 
Syrian nationals. 

Ordering a reduction in the number of refugees allowed into the U.S. this fiscal year to 50,000. 

The Executive Order rescinds authorities for exemptions to overcome existing Terrorism Grounds of Inadmissibility 
{TRIG} and the waiver of interviews; as these do not represent significant volumes, their anticipated impact is limited. 
Other elements, such as the establishment of safe zones in Syria and in the surrounding region, will have wider 
implications on the current conflict and for the on-going humaniterian response in the region. 
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The Canadian Entry/Exit system is biographic in nature, and does not collect biometric infarmatian 


- Further, matching rates have been successful in the US utilizing the biographic 
exchange with Canada and the benefit would be minimal.
